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To  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  of  the    Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania : 

GENTLEMEN:— 

The  report  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  and  Superintendent 
of  the  State  Hospital  for  Injured  Persons  of  the  Trevorton, 
Shamokin  and  Mount  Carmel  Coal  Fields,  located  near  Sha- 
mokin, Pennsylvania,  is  herewith  submitted,  which  is  a  com- 
plete and  concise  statement  of  the  operation  of  the  institu- 
tion from  June  1,  1917,  to  June  1,  1919. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  during  the  above  mentioned 
period  has  remodeled  and  refurnished  the  nurses'  home, 
which  is  today  as  complete  and  comfortable  a  home  used  for 
this  purpose  as  can  be  found  in  connection  with  similar 
state  institutions. 

A  new  garage  has  been  erected,  sufficient  in  size  to 
house  and  care  for  two  ambulances  and  a  touring  car,  the 
garage  being  equipped  with  steam  heat  and  the  necessary 
appliances  for  light  repairs  to  the  cars. 

The  Grounds  Committee  has  improved  the  grounds  with 
the  planting  of  suitable  shrubbery  that  is  beginning  to  show 
a  splendid  scheme  of  landscape  work.  The  labor  connected 
with  this  enterprise  or  program,  much  of  it  has  been  donated 
by  citizens  of  Shamokin  and  Coal  Township. 

Our  appropriations  asked  for  of  the  General  Assembly, 
were  cut  all  along  the  line.  In  consequence  our  m.aintenance 
deficit  reached  about  $6,500.00,  and  we  were  unable  to  carry 
out  many  things  contemplated  for  the  betterment  and  more 
satisfactory  operation  of  this  institution. 

The  current  prices  for  everything  entering  into  the  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  this  institution,  will  doubtless  cause 
a  deficit  in  the  next  two  years  far  in  excess  of  the  past  two 
years;  however,  the  same  high  standard  will  be  maintained 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  thereby  compelling  us  to  ask  of 
the  General  Assembly,  Session  of  1921,  an  appropriation  to 
cover  a  deficit  greater  than  that  asked  for  1919. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  staff,  nurses, 
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and  employees  in  general,  for  their  splendid  co-operation 
throughout  the  past  two  years,  they  being  willing  at  all 
times  to  serve  in  any  capacity  whatsoever,  looking  towards 
the  betterment  and  improvement  of  this  institution  and, 
furthermore,  congratulating  ourselves  in  being  able  to  retain 
cur  efficient  Surgeon-in-Chief  and  Superintendent,  namely, 
Dr.  George  W.  Reese.
